1  Dative  and  1  Asiatic  died  from  this  disease.  The  European  and  Asiatic 
deaths  occurred  in  non-immunised  children,  but  no  information  was  obtained,  as 
to  whether  the  Dative  child  had  been  immunised  or  not.

(d)  SCARLET  FEVER . 


31  Cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  34  cases  last  year.  The 
disease  continued  to  be  mild.  The  use  of  Penicillin  in  the  treatment  of  Scarlet 
Fever  has  enabled  us  to  permit  children  to  return  to  school  after  2  weeks  quaran¬ 
tine  as  throat  swabs  generally  confirm  the  rapid  disappearance  of  Haemolytic 
Streptococci  under  this  form  of  treatment.  No  "return  cases"  have  yet  been 
encountered  in  our  experience  with  this  procedure . 

(e)  CEKEHRO-S PINAL  MENINGITIS  . 

3  Cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  4  last  year. 

(f)  MITER  I  OR  POLIOMYELITIS . 

20  Cases  were  notified  this  year  (17  Paralytic),  as  compared  with  24 
last  year.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  became  available  this  year,  but  the  immunisation 
programme  received  many  severe  setbacks.  Confidence  was  shaken  by  the  American 
"Cutter"  incident,  supplies  were  limited  and  eventually  only  73  children  commenced 
the  immunising  course  with  this  Department  and  a  few  with  private  medical  practi¬ 
tioners.-  No  serious  reactions  blames- ble  on  the  vaccination  were  reported. 

The  Provincial  Hospital  undertook  the  responsibility  of  dealing  with 
bulbar  and  respiratory  types  of  cases  in  Grey’s  Hospital  for  Europeans  and  at 
Edendale  Hospital  for  Non-Europeans  and  for  this  purpose  acquired  an  additional 
"iron  lung"  and  other  automatic  respiratory  machines.  The  other  types  of 
Poliomyelitis  cases  were  treated  in  the  Municipal  Isolation  Hospital  for  a 
period  of  three  weeks  and  then  transferred  to  the  Provincial  Hospitals  or  to  the 
Uplands  Orthopaedic  Home  for  further  orthopaedic  treatment  when  required.

With  the  Miniature  X-Ray  plant  available,  contact  examination  at  the 
T.B.  Clinic  has  been  reduced  considerably,  as  a  routine  Miniature  X-Ray  of  all 
contacts  is  now  taken  and  only  when  abnormalities  are  noted  are  the  contacts 
referred  for  closer  investigation  at  the  clinic.  Routine  follow-up  X-Rays  of 
T  .B .  patients  at  the  Clinics  and  our  hospitals  are  to  a  large  extent  being  done 
by  this  Miniature  plant  with  an  occasional  large  plate  for  confirmation.  °  The 
large  proportion  of  cases  referred  by  doctors  is  a  specially  pleasing  feature 
of  the  work  done  by  this  plant.  Voluntary  applicants  for  X-Ray  also  form  quite 
an  important  group,  as  also  the  cases  referred  by  employers.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  groups  of  cases  will  increase  in  numbers,  as  they  indicate  that  the 
general  public  is  becoming  aware  of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  routine 
miniature  X-Ray,

(Full-time),  and  a  Native  Health  Assistant  (Full-time). 


During  the  year  1955  there  were  2,212  attendances  at  the  Clinic 
(including  629  Out-of -Borough  cases),  a  20%  drop  in  attendances  due  chiefly  to 
the  fact  that  all  contacts  are  now  referred  first  of  all  to  the  Miniature  X-Ray 
Clinic  and  only  brought  to  clinic  if  found  to  be  abnormal,  whilst  patients  for 
Streptomycin  injections  do  not  often  attend  the  clinic  sessions  as  well,  being 
supervised  from  the  Streptomycin  clinic. 

Out-patient  continuation  treatment  with  injections  of  Streptomycin  and 
oral  I.N.H.  (or  P.A.S.)  has  been  used  on  an  increasingly  large  scale  for  patients 
discharged  from  hospital,  thus  enabling  us  to  utilise  our  hospital  beds  to  better 
advantage  through  the  much  earlier  release  from  hospital  of  cases  who  are  suit¬ 
able  for  Out-Patient  treatment.  Patients  for  whom  no  bed  can  be  found  in 
hospital  are  also  started  on  treatment  until  beds  become  available,  and  some 
cases  are  maintained  on  Out-Patient  treatment  alone ,  A  few  such  Out-Patients 
have  rapidly  become  sputum  negative  with  treatment,  have  improved  clinically 
and  have  been  maintained  sputum  negative,  and  as  such  constituting  no  danger  to 
others  while  at  work  or  at  homo ,

Asiatic  patients  were  receiving  regular  Streptomycin  injections,  necessitating 
the  organisation  of  2  special  clinic  sessions  per  week  xor  this  purpose,  (oee 
Page  41)  •  One  factory  in  Pietermaritzburg  with  the  necessary  medical  organisa¬ 
tion,  carries  out  the  follow-up  Streptomycin  injections  on  its  own  employees,  2

(a),  (b)  and  (c)  One  Clinic  Session  is  held  weekly  for  each  race  and  sex,  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  These 
Clini.cs  are  held  in  the  Grey's  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department 
for  Europeans  and  at  the  Municipal  Clinic  in  East  Street  for 
Non-Europeans.  A  separate  Clinic  Session  is  held  for  European 
Males,  European  Females  and  Native  Females.  A  combined 
session  is  held  for  Coloured  and  Asiatic  females,  and  a  com¬ 
bined  session  is  held  for  Coloured,  Asiatic  and  Native  males. 
One  European  Health  Visitor  (half-time  only),  1  Native  Nurse , 
and  2  Native  Health  Assistants,  assist  at  the  Clinics,  Two 
Native  Health  Assistants  devote  their  full  time  to  Venereal 
Diseases . 


(d)  Every  effort  is  made  to  trace  contacts  and.  sources  of  infection 
and  to  follow-up  defaulters  to  ensure  completion  of  treatment. 

A  European  Health  Visitor  deals  with  the  inve  stigrbion  and 
follow— up  of  European,  Coloured  and  Asiatic  cs.se s,  and  super¬ 
vises  the  work  of  the  Native  Health  Assistants  who  oeal  with 
Natives  only . 

It  has  been  found  that  the  Health  Visitor  is  quite  readily  ^ble 
to  deal  with  both  Male  and  Female  cases.

One  can  regard  'the  re— admissions  under  the  first  three  headings 
(approx,  2  the  coxal)  as  o.ue  uo  failure  of  the  educative  section  of  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Hospital  treatment.  The  proportion  recorded  in  the  last 
six  years  has  been  if,  / 5,  gr,  in,  and  --/ 5  respectively. 

With  the  availability  of  Penicillin  Procaine  G  in  Oil,  Penicillin 
treatment  of  all  Syphilitic  cases  is  now  routine  in  this  hospital,  a  7  day 
course  (a  bobal  of  4«°  P4u.  Penicillin  Procaine  in  Oil),  adopted  on  the  ins  true 
tion  ox  one  Union  Health  Department,  being  given.  All  cs.se s  of  Gonorrhoea  are 
also  tree. ted  with  Penicillin. 

(5)  PLAGUE . 


No  cases  of  plague  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  inspection  of 
new  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  course  of  erection  has  been  carried  out  and 
their  rodent— proofing  has  been  supervised.  No  rodent  work  has  been  carried  out 
on  commonage,  but  the  rodent-proofing  of  existing  infested  premises  has  beer- 
dealt  with  intensively .  A  single  Departmental  Rodent  Inspector  devotes  all  his 

time  to  anti-rodent  measures,  trapping,  poisoning,  chiefly  with  Zinc  Phosphide 
and  also  with  'Wlhar  farin’'  and  similar  preparations,  and  Cyanogas  pumping  being 
employed.  Excellent  results  are  being  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  P.  traps  and 
the  pre-baiting  technique.

(1)  MALARIA . 

Control  by  spotting  of  larvae  and  spraying  of  selected  breeding  spots 
has  again  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough.  The  Local  Health  Commission  carried 
out  control  work  in  the  Peri-Urban  areas.  No  malarial  mosquito  vectors  were 
discovered  inside  the  Borough  and  no  new  infections  of  malaria  occurred  within 

the  Borough. 


Permanent  work  in  the  way  of  wide  open  drains  with  grassed  sid.es  and 
a  hardened  invert,  was  continued  in  the  off  season. 

No  check  house  spraying  was  carried  out  this  season.  Spraying  w&.s 
carried  out  to  keep  down  the  Anopheline  population  in  known  breeding  areas  and  to 
deal  with  Culicine  breeding  which  was  causing  a  nuisance,  D.D.T.  suspension  being 
used  with  satisfactory  results.

(III)  ENTERITIS  in  children  under  the  age  of  two  years  accounted  for  54 
deaths,  (41  Native ,  4  Coloured  and  9  Indian) ,  a  decrease  on  the  previous 
year’s  total  of  65. 

(IV)  MUMPS. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  21  cases  being 
admitted  to  the  (European)  Isolation  Hospital,  and  21  Non-European  cases 
being  admitted  to  the  Non-European  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  No  deaths 
were  reported  from  this  disease,  but  Encephalitis  was  an  unusually  frequent 
complication  this  year. 

(V)  MEASLES. 

This  disease  was  only  moderately  prevalent  in  school  children  this 
year,  8  Borough  cases  being  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals.  1  Native 
death  was  recorded. 

(VI)  CHICKEN  POX. 

This  disease  was  only  moderately  prevalent  and,  as  usual,  mild. 

(VII)  WHOOPING  COJGH. 

This  disease  was  not  -very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths 
were  reported  from  this  disease.  Immunisation  was  carried  out  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics,  using  a  combined  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Vaccine.

(7)  WATER  SUPPLY  (See  Page  53). 

The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Engineer's  Department.  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly 
country  lying  to  the  West  of  the  Town.  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley  the 
water  is  piped  to  the  Purification  Works,  where  it  is  treated  with  Ammonium 
Sulphate,  Lime,  and  Aluminaferric,  before  filtration.  After  filtration, 
the  water  is  treated  with  Chloramine  before  being  distributed  to  the  four 
service  re  servoirs . 


The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and  each  of  the  service 
reservoirs  has  been  bacteriologically  examined  each  week  by  the  bio-chemist 
in  charge  of  the  Purification  Works .  All  employees  at  the  Purification  Works 
are  Vi-tested  and  immunised  at  the  same  time.  No  water-borne  outbreaks  of 
disease  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  bacteriological  sampling  of 
swimming  bath  waters  has  also  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year,  and  samples 
of  well  and  tank  waters  have  also  been  examined. 

The  water  supoly  has  proved  inadequate  for  the  expanding  needs  oi 

the  City,  and  restrictions  have  been  imposed  on  the  use  of  water  throughout 
yoar  a  1  ”1  cLot^ ^  s^ipplj.os  fca s  now  "boon  qo ciciocl  lipoii  oy 

the  U3A./  r.oimcril  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  total  consumption  of  water  in  the 
City.  Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  the  question  of  raising  the  walls  of 
the  impounding  dam  at  Henley  so  as  to  approximately  double  the  capacity  of  this 
dam, 

(8)  NIGHTS  OIL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Engineer. 
The  greater  part  of  the  Town  and  Suburbs  is  served  by  water-borne  sewerage, 
although  the  conservancy  system  is  still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  areas . 
Disposal  is  on  the  sewage  farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  ol  one  Town, 
where  broad  Irrigation  is  carried  out  and  the  screenings  and  nightsoil  are 
trenched.  The  City  Council  has  acquired  adjoining  land,  in  or  cur  bo  extend 
the  area  available  for  sewage  Uisiaosol,  and  the  constx*n.ohi on  of  a  mooern  fib-

(9)  MEAT  SUPPLIES .  (See  Rages  57-58). 

All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Abattoir ,  which  is 
under  the  direct  control  of  this  Department.  Butchers '  shops  are  periodically 
inspected  to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactory  and  that  no  meat  which  does  not 
bear  the  Municipal  stamp  is  exposed  for  sale.  189  Inspections  of  butchers’ 
shops  were  made.  A  list  of  meat,  fish  and  fowl  condemned  after  inspection  is 
shown  on  pages  (54-56). 

The  Abattoir  Manager  reports  that  during  the  year  47,973  animals  were 
slaughtered,  a  drop  on  the  1954  total  of  51,143.  Slaughtering  at  the  Abattoir 
is  carried  out  by  this  Department. 

All  condemned  meat  and  offal  is  transported  in  drums  to  a  privately- 
owned  By-Product  Plant  at  Bisley,  just  outside  of  Pietermaritzburg.  The  City 
Council  has  decided  to  commence  with  its  plans  for  its  own  By-Products  Plant, 
and  for  the  expansion  of  the  Abattoir.  The  construction  of  Non-European 
change  rooms,  and  the  provision  of  new  Railway  Siding  facilities  was  completed 
during  the  year.  The  lairage  accommodation  lias  already  been  improved  by  the 
provision  of  asbestos  roofing.  Adequate  Cold  Storage  accommodation  has  also 
been  planned  for  inclusion  in  this  expansion  programme,  there  being  none  at  the 
Abattoir  at  present.  The  plans  for  the  Abattoir  extensions  were  commenced  and 
it  is  hoped  that  work  will  start  during  1956.

(10)  MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  milk  supply  ha s  been  carefully  controlled  throughout  the  ye ar . 

It  was  derived  from  39  producer— distributors,  o±  whom  lo  are  in  the  Borough, 
and  21  outside  of  the  Borough,  and  80  producers,  /  Borough  and  73.  Ouo— of  —Borough, 
who  send  their  milk  to  a  pasteurisation  plant,  from  where  it  is  o.istribu ted  after 
pasteurisation.  All  these  dairymen  are  registered  with  this  Department  and 
their  premises  are  inspected  regularly.  Approximately  7u/°  oi  the  milk  sole.  In 
Pietermaritzburg  was  pasteurised. 

There  are  21  cream  suppliers,  of  whom  10  are  in  the  Borough  and  11 

outside  the  Borough.

Careful  attention  is  paid,  to  storage  con— 
d it ions,  particularly  to  rodent— proofing,  and  there  is  a  considerable  improvement 
in  this  connection.

Outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning . 

One  case  of  "mushroom"  poisoning  occurred,  the  patient  recovering  in 
this  co.se.  No  specimen,  could,  be  obtained,  for  identification,  One  incident 
involving  2  persons  and.  a  cat  following  the  consumption  of  "fish  sticks"  was 
reported.  Paracolon,  Friedlanders  Bacillus  and  a  non-Haemo lytic  Staphylococcus 
were  recovered  from  uncooked  specimens  of  the  same  2  packets,  but  none  of  the 
food  consumed  was  available  for  examination.  Other  packets  from  the  same  con¬ 
signment  produced  no  ill  effects  when  consumed. 

(12)  MATERNITY  AID  CHILD  mgARE  (Page  51 ). 

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  21.1  was  a  little  higher  than 
last  year’s  figure  of  20.2,  but  is  still  satisfactory. 


The  Coloured  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  rose  from  49.2  to  57,5. 

The  Indian  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  also  showed  an  increase,  viz. 
44.7  to  51.0.

The  Native  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  76.3.  Unfortunately  this 
figure  cannot  be  accepted,  as  an  examination  of  the  figures  shows  that  this  low 


rate  is  due  to  an  unusually  large  increase  in  births.  On  investigation,  it 
appears  that  with  the  removal  of  the  hospital  to  Edendale,  many  patients  there  are 
being  registered  as  Pietermaritzburg  cases  who  have  never  resided  in  the  City,  A 
sample  survey  showed  a  figure  of  30%.

This  Department  continued  to  supply  milk  to  necessitous  infants  up 
to  the  age  of  2  years,  and  also  to  a  certain  number  of  children  below  the  age  of

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  as  one  of  the  important 
activities  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  a  total  of  2,493  children  being 
immunised.  (European  6l0$  Native  347$  Coloured  203°  Asiatic  1,333). 

A  combined  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccine  was  used  in  infants, 
and  of  the  total  given  above  253  European,  132  Native  and  50  Coloured  infants 
were  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  at  the  same  time  as  against  Diphtheria, 
Asiatics'  were  not  given  this  combined  vaccine  on  account  of  the  difficulty 
experienced  in  persuading  them  to  attend  for  the  full  course  of  3  injections.

The  City  Council  built  27  houses  at  the  Sobantu  Village  for 
Natives,  and  temporary  barracks  for  9  Asiatic  families. 

Powers  under  the  Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  sparingly  in 
dealing  with  insanitary  dwellings,  owing  to  the  acute  housing  shortage.  9 
Dwellings  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-Law  19(b),  (4  of 
these  being  demolished  and  1  having  been  vacated  by  the  end  of  the  period  under 
review) ,  and  24  dwellings  were  voluntarily  demolished  mostly  to  make  way  for 
new  buildings.  Most  of  the  buildings  demolished  were  insanitary  back  yard 
shacks  occupied  as  dwellings  by  Natives.

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  271  dwellings  and  166  flats  were 
completed  for  Europeans,  21  dwellings  and  1/-,  flats  for  Asiatics  and  Coloureds,  and 
1  dwelling  for  Natives.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  Council  building  detailed 

above , 


( 2 )  HOUSING  OF  NATIVES ,  NATIVE  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS  OR  BARRACKS . 

The  Pietermaritzburg  Sobantu  Village,  situated  about  3  miles  from 
the  centre  of  the  Town,  at  Dec.,  31st,  1955,  contained  836  occupied  houses  and 
various  public  buildings,  with  an  estimated  population  of  5,200.  Water  is 
supplied  by  communal  standpipes  from  the  Corporation  Water  Supply,  and  sanitation 
is  by  the  pail  system,  separate  for  each  house.  Communal  ablution  blocks  and 
laundries  are  provided.  Provision  for  hot  baths  at  a  small  charge  has  been  made 
in  the  recently  constructed  ablution  blocks,  and  this  has  proved  very  popular. 


The  City  Council  commenced  the  construction  of  an  Economic  Housing 
scheme  at  the  Sobantu  Village.  Although  there  is  still  room  available  at  the 
village  the  Government  will  not  permit  the  extension  of  this  scheme  and  these 
Economic  Houses  will  be  the  last  houses  to  be  built  at  this  village,  ^All  one 
houses  at  the  Sobantu  Village  are  being  built  by  Native  labour,  under  European 
supervision.  The  Council  must  now  find  another  site  approved  under  the  Group 
Areas  Act  for  further  housing  of  its  Native  population.  The  Corporation’s 
hostel  accommodation  for  Natives  remains  unchanged. 


There  are  three  Corporation  Hostels  for  single  natives*  Vox  ilales 
there  is  the  newly  extended.  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes)  now  housing  1,  /50 
Natives,  and  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity  of  115.  let  Women’s  hostel 
in  Church  Street  houses  275  women,  and  an  additional  Women’s  Hostel  housing  204 
Native s  has  been  established  at  Oribi  to  serve  one  Government  "Village  mainly. 

These  Hostels  are  under  the  control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administration  Depar  - 
ment,  and  two  European  Superintendents  are  employee. .  The  sene  me  foi  ^  new 
Women’s  Hostel  to  house  over  700  has  been  shelves,  owing  to  the  vein  high  *enc.er 
figures  received  when  the  contract  was  offered.  223  temporary  Licences  were ^  ^ 
granted  during  the  year  to  house  unexempted  Natives  under . the  Natives  (Urban  Areas) 
Act,  pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  at  the  Village  ana  Ou  e  vj. 

About  60$  of  the  Natives  resident  in  the  Town  live  in  quarters 
provided  on  the  property  of  their  employ -i s.

Asiatic^  Housing » 

The  Corporation  owns  two  compounds  which  house  the  sewage  farm 
workers  and  the  scavenging  gangs.  These  compounds  are  well  constructed  in 
brick,  and  house  respectively  29  and  21  Asiatic  Labourers,  together  with  their 
wives  and  families,  and  also  13  single  Asiatics  and  24  single  Natives,  and  10 
single  Asiatics  and  10  single  Natives  respectively. 

The  Council  has  appointed  a  Woman  Housing  Manager,  trained  under 
the  Octavia  Hill  Scheme,  who  operates  under  the  Estates  Manager  in  the  City 

Trea  surer ’ s  De  partme  nt .

A  scheme  for  29  European  Economic  houses  has  been  approved  and 
construction  will  commence  in  January,  19 5o. 


A  scheme  for  50  Economic ’  houses  for  Coloureds  adjoining  the 
present  Coloured  ’national1  housing  scheme  in  Fitzsimmons  Road  was  commenced 

during  1955. 

A  Housing  Scheme  for  100  ’National’  houses  and  100  Economic 
houses  for  Asiatics  has  now  finally  been  approved.  Tenders  will  be  invited  an 
it  is  hoped  construction  will  commence  in  1959. 


While  there  is  some  lessening  of  the  need  for  economic  housing 
for  Europeans  due  to  private  enterprise,  this  is  not  considerable,  for  only 
the  high  middle  and  upper  income  groups  are  able  to  met  the  present  ac.y^iigh 
cost  of  housing.  The  needs  of  the  other  income  and  racial  groups  are  Soe  ally 
increasing,  and  the  housing  to  be  provided  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  commencement 
of  the  prograrame  required  to  meet  their  full  needs.
